HISTORIANS ENJOY 
SPLENDID PAPERS 

Limitation of Armaments and 
Washington Conference 
Subjects. 



Two splendid papers on topics of gen- 
eral interest were read at the Historical 
Club meeting in Strathcona Hall last 
m'ght. 

The first paper of the evening, dealing 
with the subject of The History of the 
Limitation of Armaments was given by 
the vice-president Of the Club, R. C. 
Harris. Starting with a general and com- 
prehensive survey of the several at- 
tempts at establishing international rela- 
tions in the course of History, tjie auth 
or turned -his attention particularly to 
the parts played by the Papacy in the 
middle ages and the Hague Court of In- 
ternational Arbitration in more recent 
times towards obviationing in some mea 
sure the horrors of continual warfare. 

In the paper on the Washington Con 
fcrcncc which followed, G. L. Van 
Vleit emphasised the fact the most vital 
piece of work accomplished by the recent 
gathering of the great statesmen of the 
World was the smoothing away of all 
immediate dangers of war in the Far 
F.ast by settlement of the vexed question 
of the Shantung Peninsula, and indeed 
the whole problem of Chinese sovereign- 
ty, rather than the merely formal trea- 
ties entered into regarding the tise of 
submarines and poison gas and, the Na- 
val Holiday on the famous fivc-fivc- 
threc ratio. 

At the conclusion of the second paper 
the members took part in à general dis- 
cussion, in which some of the steps 
taken at the Washington Conference re- 
ceived as much adverse criticism as did 
the weaker spots in the armour of the 
League organization at the meeting of 
a fortnight ago

HAZING ABOLISHED 
AT SWARTHMORE 

udents Consider Custom is 
Unsportsmanlike.

Hazing is an "unsportsmanlike" prac- 
tice and conflicts with the principle of 
fair play, Dr. Frank Aydclottc, pres- 
ident of Swarthmorc College, -says in a 
—Statement today in The Phoenix, the 
^'r^tnool's publication. 

Dr. Aydclottc says the matter ot abol- 
ishing hazing ii entirely up to the stu- 
dent government system, which he de- 
dares that the present government sys- 
tem is now being placed on trial. 

Since two freshmen left the institu- 
tion after a "special party," the col- 
lege has turned into what The Phoenix 
calls a "hotbed of contention." The 
students' association has passed a mo- 
tion against the practice, and it is 
! said the college authorities demand a 
I change in the rule. 

; "I am pleased to hear the result of 
j the student government meeting," the 
" Phoenix quotes Dr. .Aydelotte as saying, 
"if, as I interpret it, it means the stu- 
jçjj debts have definitely voted to discard 
" ; . .:• the unsportsmanlike practise -which. con- 
>Hicts with the greater Swarthmorc tra- 
dition of cleanliness, good fellowship, 
justice and fair play. 

"In a situation like this every alum- 
nus and friend of the college will con- 
!' , sidcr student government on trial. Stu- 
dent government will fail to meet this 
test unless it squarely .and decisively 
places itself on the side of -the grea\, 
. friendly tradition for which the college 
., I. stands." 

Dr. Aydclottc said this morning there

- gard to the situation and that it is the 
•' ; intention of the authorities to let the 
matter be settled by the students them-

BIG THREE MAY HAVE 
BOARD OF CONTROL 



A common Athletic Board of Control 
for Harvard, Princeton and Yale ha; 
Iieen suggested by The Yale Daily News 
The effect, The News said", would be to 
save football from the faculties of the 
three universities. The News said cdito 
rially : 

"In order to produce any permanent 
change in the tendency of modern foot- 
ball, some effective means must be de- 
vised not only to uproot the growing 
evil but to deroot it as wéSI, from the 
standpoint of the university. The only 
solution lies in a d'oser alliance with 
Harvard and Princeton. By the estab- 
lishment of a common Board of Athletic 
Control, corrective measures could bi 
applied without injury to any particular 
institution. 

"If such a committee were to lie ap- 
pointed, the first important problem to" 
come under its jurisdiction would be the 
arrangement of footba'M schedules. Ir 
restraining the enthusiasm of under- 
graduate managers, a prohibition would 
have to be placed upon all universities 
not recognizing the 'standard eligibility 
rules.' Furthermore, as a means of 
avoiding over-rigorous competition 
seine territorial restrictions would prob- 
ably have to "be imposed. When these 
regulations had been agreed upon, at- 
tention could be turned to the matter 
of training. Probably as much could be 
accomplished by confining practice Jo 
the Fail as by relegating the coaches to 
the grandstands. There is something 
about Slimmer baseball which smacks 
unpleasantly of professionalism.' 

"What other reforms could be ir.sti- 
f tried by a Joint Board of Control rc- 
"nains to be revealed. Certainly Yale 
Harvard and Princeton would not form 
an athletic, alliance with any avowed or 
'implied purpose of constituting them- 
selves a self-capitalized big three, bu' 
merely to save football from the hos- 
' : Hty ot' their respective faculties. 

"Unless something can be done to 
tcnature the great intercollegiate intoxi- 
cant, the scholastic authorities seem 
!: kcly to declare an everlasting prohibi- 
tion. To prevent such a catastrophe rc- 
mircs the concerted action of the three 
fraditional rivals."

tal efficiency, a paper written at a sin 
gle sitting and covering a considerable 
field is perhaps not an entirely fair 
test cf his knowledge of the work 
covered. 

On the other hand some ot these 
conditions apply to a lesser degree 
in the case, of shorter tests scattered 
at intervals throughout the t»:rn:, and 
furthermore, something in the nature 
of a final try-out is necessary to en 
sure that the work covered in each 
tîst is not being forgotten as sooi 
is the lest is passed. Again it in 
heen pointed out that a man in busi 
tiîss-lifc has certain tests to pass 
which are quite as severe as any ex- 
amination, and that he should b 
'rained by condkions as nearly 
iinri'ar as possible to those which he 
will later meet to keep his head and 
rs show that he can "deliver th

Altogether the problem is a knotty 
one and deserves very careful con- 
sideration.— Queens' Journal." 



EXPECT JOiE RAY 
TO BREAK RECORD 

Norman Taber'a Mark for Mile 
Appears to be in Danger. 



When Jcie Ray made his never-to-be- 
forgotten effort at Franklin Field more 
than two years ago, running one af'ter- 
oon in three different ra?es which 
called for two and one-half miles of ef- 
fort, the prediction was made that he 
never again would be able to show any 
of the wonderful skill tint lis displayed 
up lo that time. The reason for the 
assertion was that Ray had seen fit lo 
ignore long accepted theories in regard 
to middle distance running. Such per- 
formances as running lo victory in the 
national A. A. Ii. championships at one 
mile and a half-mile, besides cbve,rjncj 
another mile in a medley relay which 
his team also won, were regarded as a 
.itrain on stamina lhai even lin:;, the 
treat healer, could not cure. 

When Ray attempted later in 1919 at 
Travers Island to set a r.ew mark for 
!,£C0 metres his effort was a failure and 
'he experts had reason lo smile, not be- 
cause Ray had failed, but because their 
theories hid apparently been verified. 
Vt the .Mill rose Games of a year ago, 
when Hal Cutbill led Uay home in 6.55, 
it seemed that the answer was final 
The Chicago flier had pr.id ihe penalty 
of exacting too much from nature on 
that September day of 1919 at Franklin 
Field when he was clocked at -1 :\A 2-5 
for the mile, and 1 :50 for the half-mile, 
!;csides showing plenty of speed in the 
relay race. 

Two and ouç-lkiff years after that 
great effort Kay stands alone al the 
head of the couhtrj 's middle distance 
runners. He may have . realized that 
lie tried too much for one day, but he 
also had implicit confidence in his abil- 
ity to regain his form and again estab- 
lish himself at the head of his field. The 
defeat by Cutbill at the Garden a year 
'go did not discourage him but caused 
him to map out a program for a come- 
back which has been a big success. Oc- 
casional speed trials, with just enough 
test in them, tilted Ray to break his own 
world's record for a mile and a half 
: udoors at the Garden recently. Three 
nights later Ray was able to set a new 
mark for the Hunter Mile at Boston. 
His time in the Hub was almost six se- 
conds .slower than his own world's in- 
door record for a mile, but the track is 
not adapted to record-making figures 

Ray is running better today than .-.I 
any previous time in a somewhat ex 
ded career, and his work during the 
■urrent indoor season leads to the belie 
'hat 'he will write some new speed his- 

"v when the next outdoor season gets 
■nder way. He already has come dan- 

■rously close to Norman Tabor's mark 
>f 4 :12 3-5 for the mile and in his iin 
proved form he may be able to better 
it. He certainly has no real rival for the 
distinction of being America's best at 
a mile and at one and one-half mile.

Who, outside of 
iidison, ever claimed that a college edu- 
cation was for the purpose of collecting 
facts? Professor Hudson must have 
higher education contused with a cor- 
respondence course in memory training 
Probably in sonic courses the accumulat- 
ing oi facts is given more alien tior 
than need be, but the average course re- 
quires no more facts than are necessary 
for the understanding of the subject. 
Perhaps Professor Hudson wi'M agree 
:hat it is esssential to know the fact that 
George Washington was the first pre- 
sident of the United States rather than 
a member of the Fngrish Parliament, to 
understand American history.

Dr. Kay Van Orman, director of 
athletics at Johns Hopkins University 
announces that lie is in receipt of a com- 
munication from the University of Tor- 
onto relative !o the playing of a foot- 
ball game between the Hopkins and Can- 
adian teams ucxt fall. December - is 
the date in question, and the scene of 
the contest the Tolo Grounds in New 
York. 

The Baltimore authorities arc very 
much ::i favor of the proposed game, 
and are now burning the wires in an ef- 
fort to clinch flic matter as soon as pos- 
sible. The first item that will receive 
the attention of Dr. Van Orman and 
ether Hopkins officials will bo that con- 
nected with securing the assurance that 
the famous grounds at Xcw York will 
be available on the day in question. 

It I* r it anticipated that much diffi- 
culty will be encountered in getting an 
option on the use of the Giant's home, for 
December 2. Practically the only de- 
mand for the park at that time of the 
year would be incident upon a desire to 
use: the grounds for a football game, and 
since the Army-Navy contest will \k 
played at Frankiiri field in Philadelphia 
this year, it is hardly probable that the 
National League Baseball and Exhibition 
Company management has had a call for 
the date this tar in advance. 

The aVrsity football authorities not- 
icing the .success with which the inter- 
national game played here on Novem- 
ber fifth between McGill and Syracuse 
has met, and the excellent spirit which 
the contest seems to have, created are 
desirous of icJlluwing the splendid ex- 
ample set by the Kcd and White. If the 
proposed game materializes. American 
football fans will have the opportunity 
of seeing Canada's two big football 
teams in action next fall. 



TO BUILD $800,000. 
RINK ON BROADWAY 

Iceland Management to Erect 
Big Skating Structure at 
Fifty.Third Street. 



New York City will have one of 
the most modern and elaborate ice 
skating palaces in the country by 
next Autumn, according to an an- 
nouncement made yesterday by the 
management of the present Iceland 
Rink, under whose auspices the new 
rink is to be built. Work on the 
structure, which will take up the 
greater part of the block bounded by 
Fifty-third Street, Broadway and 
Eighth Avenue, is scheduled to start 
the first of next month, a-nd is ex- 
pected to be finished about the first 
of October. 

The cost of "thîa winter sport plant 
will ibe about .«800,000. More than 
half of this sum represents the pur- 
chase price of the building site, which 
is now occupied by the negro Y. M. 
C. A., and several tenement build- 
ings. The land and buildings were 
bought a year ago. 

When completed, the rink will in- 
clude many novel features and all the 
latest improvements that have been 
developed within the last few ycarç'. 
Not only will it take earc of the pros- 
ent demands of skating enthusiasts, 
but will be suitable for hockey 
games. 

There will be a skating area of 200 
by SO feet, and in addition to the or- 
dinary facilities there will be club 
rooms, separate 'lockers and many 
other features. The new ice paiaee 
will 'be under the management of 
Daniel C. Webb.

On Game. 



TIGER HOCKEY TEAM 
DISBANDS FOR YEAR 

Princeton's hockey team has can- 
celled its two remaining gamer of the 
season with Dartmouth and Cornell, 
and disbanded for the season, be- 
cause of inability to obtain practice 
of any reasonable amount. 

The Hobcy Baker Memorial Rink, 
started last November, and promised 
for the 1st of January, has not yet 
materialized, and it is definitely 
known now that it will not be in 
condition until next year. Adverse 
weather conditions .held tip the work 
for some time, and when the ikating 
surface was finally completed, ten 
days ago. it was found that the ma- 
chinery was faulty. Some ice was 
formed, after great difficulty, hut k 
was uneven and declared unsafe for 
practice. 

Earlier in the season the Tiger skat- 
ers traveled to the Philadelphia Ice 
Palace three times a week for prac- 
tice, .1iut becatue on each trip they 
could get in no more than half an 
hour's practice on account, it is said, 
of lack of co-operatton on the part of 
the management of the rink, this was 
deemed useless. 

The Cornell game was :to have been 
played on the Baker Rink tfiere, and 
the Dartmouth game in Philadelphia. 

Next year a new regime in Prince- 
ton hockey will begin with one of 
the finest rinks in the country located 
300 yards from the campus, and the 
system of having a travelling sextet 
will pais into history. Funds for the 
completion of the rink are now being 
sought. 

The Orange and Black puck chas- 
ers, with excellent prospects het'orc 
the season began, have had a bad year, 
as far as victories go, having lost 
twice to both Yale and Harvard. 
Pennsylvania, 'however, was defeated 
twice, and the Victoria Club of Mont- 
real was held to a 3 to 3 tie in a go at 
Lake Placid. Later the Canadians 
won the play-off.

predicts, however, that international in- 
tercollegiate games will come in increas- 
ing numbers and that they will prove 
excellent attractions. 

"The McGiil-Syracmc game last yea: 
proved a great attraction, and McGill 
will meet the Orange again next Fall, 
and plans are being made for a trip t« 
Hanover to play Dartmouth in 192À A' 
effort was made last Fall to schedule :• 
date with Rutgers for the Polo Ground: 
on election day next Fall, but it failed 
to go through because of the fact tha' 
McGill had already scheduled a game 
with Queen's College for the prcccdiii! 
Saturday and Syracuse the follow-in; 
week-end, the Faculty authorities deejtl 
ing that three games in eight days would 
be too much for the Montreal eleven. 

According to Coach Shaughnessey 
the international games will continue be 
cause of the tact the lateral passing am' 
the kicking game of the Canadians wii' 
prove attractive here and because there 
are not enough colleges in Canada to 
provide sufficient 'contests. The only 
real opponents that McGill has at the 
present time arc Queen's College o.' 
Kingston, Ontario, and Toronto Univer- 
sity. 

"I don't think there's a chance that 
the games will be merged into one and 
the same sport, at least for many years. 
Canadians feel a pride in their game 
equal to the pride of collegians in foot- 
ball here. There, where they miss the 
interference and your forward passing 
game, they make up for it by excellence 
in kicking and in their lateral passing 
play. Changes have taken place in re- 
cent years in the rules. The personne; 
of a team has been changed 'from tour- 
teen to twelve men. The extra man's 
the 'flying wing.' The 'siiapback" 
from centre was instituted a year ago, 
replatung- the more awkward and in 
efficient 'heel-back,' putting the ball in 
play. The Canadian game requires an 
alert defense because of the unlimited 
■lateral passing possibilties. Wc suc- 
ceeded in breaking up the Syracuse 
passing game with effectiveness. 

"So, while the games may not be 
identical, the Canadians, with a bit of 
training, arc confident that they can 
show well against elevens on this side 
of the border, and some internationa 
contests to come should provide interest 
ing sport. 

"It's a kicking game with us," de- 
clared Shaughnessey, who is a former 
Notre-Dame varsity player di 1901-2-3-4, 
and a former varsity coach at Clcnison 
and Washington and Lee, on this side 
of the border. "Canadian football is a 
mixture of English Rugby and American 
football. Harvard's style, because it 
makes kicking so potential a part of its 
scheme, is perhaps about as near to our 
style of play as' anything on this side 
oi the border. Our interference is cur- 
tailed almost entirely by the fact -that 
the first man who crosses an imaginary 
line three yards past the scrimmage line 
must be the man with the ball. Tha. 
leaves your secondary defense free to 
get the runner. It is impossible to 'take 
out the halfback defender as on this side. 

"Wc allow three downs to gain the 
recmired ten yards. Forward passing is 
prohibited as you can see by the rule 
requiring the ball carrier to be the first 
over the line of scrimmage. But lateral 
passing, for that reason, has been de- 
veloped to a high degree in Canada. In 
a skillful attack, the end is drawn in by 
a back who apparently is heading 
around the cxtrenii' but who, before 
tackled, slips the il laterally to 
another back who of ten manages to get 
away. 

"Lateral passing on the return of 
punts is permitted. Often two or three 
or four men arc sent back when a kick 
is expected, and 1 have seen so many 
as a half dozen passes on the return of 
a punt. (McGill, it might be mentioned, 
has developed the lateral pass to such 
a degree under Shaughnessey that 
Coach F. D. Ujaughton, when in charge 
at Cambridge, one Spring thought it 
worth while to invite the McGill coach 
to Cambridge for a (few weeks for the 
consideration of that tjpc of game.) 

"One bad feature of the Canadian 
style of play is that mass play, the push- 
ing and assisting oi a ball carrier, still 
is permitted. Tha; inafcM for injuries. 
One feature whicfc jx»-j need on this side 
of the border is :l:x rule preventing 
'stalling.' In Canada the. ball must be 
put in play twenty seconds after a. down 
is called. There can be no playing the 
watch.' " 



CLEAN SPORTS IS 
AIM OF COLLEGE 

Heads of Princeton and Yais 
Suggest Methods. 



The surest and best way to lift the 
'cloud of doubt" which now hovers 
over collegiate athletics is to place the 
conduct of athletes in the hands of un- 
dergraduates, according to President 
ilibben of Princeton, and Professor 
Clarence W. Mentldl, the chairman of 
the Board of Control of the Yale Ath- 
letic Association. 

These two famous educators, in holi- 
day speeches yesterday, intimated that 
the universities and colleges first must 
be sure that their representatives stand 
for clean sport and then place the honor 
jf the institution in their hands. 

■ Professor Mendel urged that coaches 
be barred from the playing field during 
a contest. He pointed out that in the 
classrooms the instructors teach their 
subjects to the students, giving them 

■ he best of their knowledge, but in the 
time of thé examination the under- 
graduates must shift for themselves, 
tie likened the examination to the game 
on the sport field and added that the 
athletic instructor should be forced to 
■it in the stands. 

Dr. Hibben pointed out that the 
slackest cloud on co?.'egiate athletics is 
.aused by professionalism. He said: 

"The press has been questioning 
whether college athletics arc on as high 
s plane as they naturally ought to be'. 
1 feel, if wc arc to do anything to titt 
.hat cloud of doubt, it can be done only 
through joint action of the universities 
in various parts of the country. 

"The most serious blight upon col- 
.ege athletics today is the attitude of 
suspicion which rests upon thctii because 
of insidious forms of professionalism, 
dut I feel that there arc two things that 
every university can do and ought to do 
;n order to create a higher tone in athle- 
tics. 

"The first is that every university 
must make absolutely sure that its rep- 
resentatives stand for . clean sport on 
jvcry athleticc field. Unfortunately, this 
year, our coach, William Roper, has 
oeen, I believe, unjustly criticized. 1 
can reaffirm, after careful investigation, 
the opinion that 1 have ■ always had : 
that Wiiliain Roper is one of the clcan- 
esi-mindcd and one of the cleanest-pur- 
posed coaches in this country. 

"1 say for Princeton and, 1 believe, 
for our whole body of alumni that what 
we wish above everything else in our 
athletic relations to other universities 
is that it may be said of our teams as 
they go on and as they come o'i'f the 
field : 'There is a body of clean sports- 
men.' 

"Just one other thing I wish to speak 
about: That every university must take 
upon itself to review the situation and 
to act if necessary. We must be sure 
here at Princeton that wc have ab- 
solutely unquestioned amateurs on our 
teams men neither directly nor indi- 
rectly rewarded for their services in any- 
way whatsoever or from any Source, i 
do not mean that the men. engaged in 
athletics should not have- every advan- 
tage given to other students in the way 
of scholarships, but that they should not 
have any greater advantage. There 
should not be any subsidizing of athlete 
ami all the universities of our eouutrv 
should see to it that we have cleaii 
sport and cuily amateurs engaged in oui 
sport, men above even the suspicion oi 
receiving any assistance not open on nu 
same terms to every one of tneir class- 
mates." 

"Behind the widely quoted state- 
ments of A. Lawrence Lowed, president 
of Harvard, and Alexander Mcikiejolm, 
president of Amherst, lies the firm con- 
viction, which is, 1 think, almost uni- 
versal, that too much importance • is 
attached throughout the country to the 
big football gaines." Prof. Mendcll said, 
"Perhaps those most closely connecteu 
with football are the most anxious that 
this situation bè corrected." 

Agreeing with President Lowell, who 
"more than ten years ago pointed out 
the tendencies in sport." Prof. Mcndci. 
said the question is not whether foot- 
ball is to be abandoned, but how to 
protect it against .abuses which threaten 
its existence. "Football is too fine a 
game to be lost," he said. 

"The most insistent of the abuses,' 
Prof. Mendcll said, "is professionaliz- 
ing of the game." 

"By this 1 mean," he said, "not 
merely the transfer into college of men 
whose sole object is to play football, 
but a4so the transfer of the game from 
the undergraduate to the coach. 

"At this point, however, 1 take issue 
with President Meiklejohn, 1 would not 
get rid of coaches ; I would insure the 
playing of the entire game by the un- 
dergraduates after they had been trained 
just as well as possible by the best 
coaches available. 

"In the field of scholarship wc try 
to give the undergraduate the very best 
that we have and, .then wc .count. .on him 



to make use of his own initiative. Just 
so in football wc should give the benefit 
of the best possible training to all the 
men who can be brought out to play 
one of the finest games ever invented, 
but let them play the game themselves. 

"As a practical step toward accom- 
plishing what we can probably agree is 
the object to be sought, it seems to me 
wise further to restrict the handling of 
the team during the game. Tad Jones 
already has spoken forcibly on this sub- 
ject. He has advocated a change in 
rules which would tend to place the 
game more in the hands of the players. 
1 should go farther than he has gone, 
and be in favor of putting ail the coaches 
in the grandstand while the game is be- 
ing played." 

In discussing the second phase of pro- 
fessionalism, "the undesirability of the 
so-called tramp athlete," Prof. Men- 
dell said that Yale had suggested more 
than a year ago an agreement by which 
no man who had represented one col- 
lege should be allowed thereafter to rep- 
resent another. 



ATHLETICS AT OXFORD 

The Englishman is greatly surprised by 
the great crowds which witness our ath- 
letic contests, for in his country tile 
"fan" is the exception. This is due t-j the 
Englishman's preferring to play the game, 
himself rather than to watch it. 

For this reason, English college men 
do not show their enthusiasm by or- 
ganized cheering under a cheer-leader, 
but inspire fight by a great shout at the 
beginning of the race, or in crucial mo- 
ments of the battle when one may hear 
an occasional "Row Row." Men run 
along the course signalling to their re 
spective teams how close their nearest 
rivals are by firing blank . cartridges. 
After the regatta is over, much publicity 
is giyen it, and motion pictures of the 
event arc sometimes shown the same 
day. 

At Oxford there is not evident the 
athletic aristocrat who is so conspicuous 
in American institutions, for athletics 
arc not monopolized by a small number 
of men, trained by high-salaried and 
specialized coaches, nor do the men ap 
,)ear before such a large number of stu 
dents. Athletic success does not deter 
mine a man's position as much' as here. 

In general, it may be said that the 
athletics of Oxford are less organized 
than those in this country. But the aver- 
age individual activity probably 
greater in that English school. Each 
afternoon everyone does something in 
the line of outdoors sports, which is 
more than can be said for the typical 
American student. The English seem to 
have approached the ideal of just' enough 
work' and just enough play. There is a 
happy medium, a moderation between 
study and athletics. Winning the game 
is not the paramount idea, but rather 
playing a good game.

Selection of the winning nation in the 
Olympic Games at Paris in 1924 will be 
upon a go-as-you please basis. No 
longer will statisticians burn midnight 
oil trying to figure out which nation ac- 
cumulated the greatest number of points 
for the simple reason that no points are 
to be awarded. 

A careful reading of the minutes of 
the L Oïyànpic and International Amateur 
Athletic Federation conferences held at 
Lausanne last season fail's to discover 
any reference* to "points.'' Members oi 
the American delegation explained the 
absence of such reference by the stater, 
ment that there were several discus- 
sions regarding the system under which 
points should be scored at the eighth 
Olympiad, but that 110 agreement could 
be reached. As a result, it was decided 
that the point system should be abol- 
isbçt}. In the future each nation can 
figure its points upon any system ' de- 
sired but no official cognizance shall be 
taken of such compilations. 

While those who attended the confer- 
ences of last season were loath to dis- 
cuss the matter, it was learned that 
each nation determined for its own 
method of point 'Scoring and when it 
\\%s. realized that there was no common 
ground for. a compromize, the matter 
was dropped.'. Among the systems pro- 
nosed were the three, two and one points, 
for first three places, the five, four, 
three, two and one method for five 
places; the seven, five, four, three, two 
tnd one plan for counting six places and 
•thcr variations. . ( - 

The latter' system prevailed at -• the 
Tames he!id..at Antwerp in 1920"."_and 
worked fairly well' in the track and 
field contests, but when the combination 
team and individual relay and cross- 
country races were readied hardly any 
two scorers agreed. The official score 
sheets posted in the Antwerp Stadium 
were changed almost daily for a week 
after Jh's^gaijics were completed in an 
effort to reach a satisfactory adjust- 
ment. 

It was with this incident in mind that 
the conference decided to eliminate all 
reference to points 'in the next Olym- 
piad. It is considered probable that 
the majority of the nations competing 
at Paris will simply record the placing 
of the first. three men or teams in. each 
event and lay their claim to athletic 
•»iacy upon the fact that they wo- 
so many firsts, seconds and thirds, un- 
less the Olympic and the I. A. A. F 
officials alter their determination to 
eliiiUnate scoring by points. 

The appended tables show the leading 
scoring nations in 1912 and 1920 at 
Stockholm and Antwerp under the sys- 
tems in vogue at those meets. 

Stockholm, 1912—3, 2 and 1 scoring 
system: Sweden, 136; United Stales, 
124; Great Britain, 76; Finland, 52; 
Germany, 47; France, 32. 

Antwerp. 1920—7, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1 scoring 
system: United States, 212; Finland, 
105; Sweden, 95; England, 92, France, 
135; Italy, 28.

Comparison with Ameri- 
can Colleges. 



" (This article was written by Gordon 
Scl fridge Jr.;' a Cambridge graduate, 
and former editor q'f the,,..

"Cambridge— and this applies equally 
to Oxford — is different to the Amerrcar 
Universities in one great particular. I' 
is organized on the 'College basis, as op 
posed to the University basis — and thi 
University authorities, though elected b; 
the Senate, whien îs composed of M 
A.'s from all thé Colleges, have no more 
control ever the domestic affairs of any 
one College than has, . for ins lance, the 
federal government at Washington con- 
trol over the domestic affairs of any 
particular state. Even rite University dis 
oiplinary officers, the Proctors, are not 
allowed to exercise their authority on 
College territory. ;.; 

"There arc msjny, ..results, from thi' 
College organization: To begin with 
the units of organization in games are 
very much smaller ,and a man who is 
not iwriiculafly.^Hlliint y& ITaV quite a 
good chance ■dt' representing his" college 
in something or other. There is one Col- 
lege at Cambridge which has as many a? 
650 undergraduates, but the average i' 
much sniadcr— about 275. The College^ 
play one another at games; and there 
are games enough "going-" to providi, 
ever) one with as jirany as they can man 
age. The men are not organized intr 
"classes" according to- which year they 
cocpect to graduate, though it is true 
that most of ones' friends generally arc 
members of the same year. 

"It is the "bunming races" on the riv^: 
er in. the summer that provides the time- 
when the University is fullest with out- 
side Society— wjth * capital.,.;^ Th-. 
races, and the... big College -Balls, which 
take place at the . same time, combine 
into a period called^ May Week— 'in spit : 
of the fact that it iasts about ten day ; 
and generally begins about the sixth o; 
June. In the bumping races, each boat ; 
stationed a certain distance away fro:.' 
the boat in front; if, in about thirtee 
minutes rowing, it is able to overtake i| 
then the' next niglit these two boa 1 . 
change places. All the races 'last, ff ' 
four nights, and it is therefore possihl. 
for a boat to go up four places in 
'•oar. There are altogether about fort'" 
boats racing in thé May Races, prbvidc.l 
by nineteen different Colleges: ' 1 

"As far as the academic work of thr 
Universities, the College ; system has 
trreat deal of the différences whicli'exis. 
to account for. The men being divided 
up into snialler group's, there is not- : the 
same need for strict rules to be made 
atrd kept concerning the way they spend 
their time. In each ' College there are 
perhaps four tutors, each with about 70 
men to look after. When a freshman 
first appears, the decision is made— 
either by himself, his family, or a con- 
sultation between these two. and his "tu- 
tor—as to which of the many courses 
he should take. Suppose . he decides on 
the Economics Tripos — which wilj give 
him the degree of Bachelor of ,Art* '.with 
Honours. The tutor sends hiiri to a cer-^ 
lain Director of Studies, who specializes 
.1". ..Economics, 'arid "who; fixes^ up_ with 
the man himself what lectures he should 
attend. This may amount to about nine a 
week. There is no.'fi^ed need"for'a -man 
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that he' think* his time will be more 
profitable if "spent in individual re 
search;' without attending any' lectures at 
*11— and though the Director would pro- 
bably not believe him,, he would hot 
compel; him to attend to lectures which 
the man himself gave any adequate rea- 
son tcir not attending. " 

There.-.wouJd ,be altogether, three ex 
n militions for the man^to^dc^-onc. at 
■he end of each -year; much of the first 
'wo years would be taken up in learning 
he history of various countries at près 
ent importai» industrially, while the last 
'specially with the ways n which the 
heory applies to' the present day. The 
thcr courses, , though different in the 
ctual lectures necessary, are alike in 
nly needing, one examination a Jt!ar it 
ypuld seem perfectly possible to spend 
he first nine months, of thé year in the 
•'tigle-minded . pursuit of enjoyment — 
• nd the. last three in cramming for the 
examination.. And this is what is done, 
; n many- oases— as, long the Director oi 
Studies is confident that the process of 
-ramming will be ^ijff.ic(c^t*ta V^t". 
\hrough the exam. It is lui duty to soe 
hat you don't fail — and if lie is sure 
on . won't then there is no reason why 
Se should make you work any harder 
'ban necessary. Any stimulus to do ex- 
rcnielv'wcll, must come from the man 
.'jim'self. There is no such . necessity as 
ovists in American Universities!, to . at 
"nd a certain proportion elf one's ïec- 
Sires." ' ' ' I> ' CWi "' :: '' ;: 

"There is one important rule, which. 
"•' this' wilderness of informadity, is 
- Vidly kept to; that is the one which 
.-impçls a man- to spend every night dur- 
■vg term time, in his rooms in College 
>r in lodgings, unless he gets leave from 
'•is tutor to he away^and this leave is 
^r.iy given for two nights'' a term, and 
t the discretion- of the tutor 'himself. 
This decs ensure that a man' will be in 
the position to attend his lectures if he 
wants to; and certainly a great deal of 
the temptation to , stay away is thereby 
•emovêd. '■ 

"One more thing to say: T|he number 
<f Americans who ate coming over to : 
nend. a last year at an English Univer- 
sity is all. the time increasing. Ameri- 
•ins in this way get to know the Eng- 
'Ovman, and to know that not in every 
ase does. he drop, his h's and talk like a 
, *'>ckney; while, the Englishmen get to 
••«w, that, there are Americans who do 
■u'have to be continually telling tall 
lories. Surely a.ec xl thing, and one to
